Loveing Friend. 

My extream great affliction for y 9 decease of my dear 
wife, makes me unfit to write much, whom y 9 Great God 
took to him selfe, from y* troubles of this exerciseing 
world, y* 23 d instant : In great peace & sweetness she 
departed, & so her gain, but our Incomperable loss, 
being one of goode, wise, chaist, humble, plain, modest, 
industrious, constant & undaunted — but god is God, 
& Good & so I stop, tho afflicted not forsaken. I do be- 
seech y 9 by our ancient acquaintance, by thy Gravity & 
age in y 9 truth, thy love for y 4 poor country, & above 
all, for y 9 truths sake, to be y 9 means of a better under- 
standing among you there away both as to church & 
state, y" noise here of ye animositys, ye sad effects of 
you upon y 8 place, y 9 contempt it brings upon y 9 county, 
& y 9 irreperable injury it is to me & my poor children, 
yea upon your selves & posterity, methinks, should 
prevale. I can say no more, but my love to y 9 & thyn 
& son & Daughters ; & entreat G. K. w 01 my love, by y" 
same motives in my name, to y e same end & purpose, 
& God almighty molefy & dispose all hearts to y 9 ancient 
tender blessed unity, y* his peace may be w 01 you, & 
ye enimys may not, as now they do, tryumph over you 
all, & y 9 holy profession you make. I am y 8 more 
earnest with y", because I am thought by severall to 
have too much encouraged y", G. K. &c : by my Letters. 
I am for patience, forbearance, long suffering, & all 
true moderation, but I abhor contention, nicetys, doubt- 
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full disputations, divisions &c : o y* the Spt. of God may 
rule & overrule our Sp 48 , or all we [have!] to say, for 
god can never glorefy him. It is his own y l praises & 
serves him. I could wish my own concerns there were 
in a better way, but of y* no more now. I yet hope in 
y* Lord to see you again, & yt not long first, farewell 
Thy Eeall well-wishing friend 
"Win. Penn. 
Hodsdon. 27 12 m . 93 
I had thyn by clem. Plum. 
& 2 or 3 more before, all since 
your revolution of Gover*. 

I hope w* T.? H. communicated takes, it will be for all 
your Good as well as myn. T. Burr . . . ? here 
salutes y" & thyn. vale.
